Du Hane says “The great plenty 
which China so happily enjoys is owing 
much to the goodness and depth of its 
soil, but chiefly to the great number of 
rivers, lakes and canals wherewith it is 
watered; there not being a city, nor 
even a large country town, specially in 
the Southern provinces, but what is 
situated upon the border of some river, 
lake, or canal.” And Du Halde is no 
doubt right. The facilities which the 
rivers and canals afford forirrigation, and. 
for the conveyance of produce, are an 
essential element in the general pros- 
perity of the people, From the days 
of the great Yu, however, the Chinese 








périence, that those valuable aids to 
cultivation and commeree are capable 
of becoming deadly enemies, if care is 
not taken to control their movements. 
We need only refer to the eccentricities 
of the Hwang-bu, which have gained 
for it the name of “China’s sorrow,” 
and to the great changes that havo 
taken place in the course of the Yang- 
tze itself. The metropolitan province 
is still suffering from the neglect of the 
embankments of the Yungting; and 
the Grand Canal is ‘virtually closed to 
trafic. 

Bat, if the Chinese seem unable to 
control the greater streams, it is satis- 
factory to find them dealing succes 
fally with the lesser. " Our Hankow 
correspondent gives an interesting ac- 
count of works that are in progress to 
improve the channel of the Han river. 
Every one who has visited Hankow, of 
late years, wili remember how the river 
was undermining the north bank near 
its confluence with the Yangtze; only 
last summer, half a street and several 
houses were swept away during the 
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summer floods, and there was every 
Hikelihood that future years would 
see similar disasters. The forma- 
tion of a small island in the 
river bed, a short distance above 
Hankow, had given a curve to the 
course of the river which directed the 
whole force of the swift summer 
current against the Hankow shore. 
The rosult was the washing away of 
tho earth till many of the houses 
rested on piles, presenting a picture of 
appalling insecurity. The practical idea 
has suggested itself to the Chinese, of 
outting through the island which was 
causing all this mischief, thereby re- 
storing to the river a straight course 
and removing the constant wear from 
the north bank; and this channel, we are 
told, is now neatly completed. Itis about 
half a mile in length, and will cost 
‘Tis. 200,000, which is being obtainod 
by atax on house rent in the quarter 
that was formerly menaced, and that 
will therefore be most benefited by the 
‘change. “The merchants aud people 
of Hankow,” says tho Prefect’s pro- 
clamation, “whether landlords or house- 
renters, are to know and understand 
that, in making the opening for the 
river and bunding the south bank, the 
shopmen and people residing in the 
riverine streets by the Chen-chia tem. 
ple are largely benefited ; and therefore, 
from the second moon of this year up 
to the completion of the work, ac- 
cording to the exact amount of the 
rent, a tax of one-fifth will, as in old 
rules, be levied on all house-owners 
‘and house-renters ;” and, as usual, dis. 
obedience and refractory conduct will 
be severely punished. It is probable, 
however, that the Hankow people are 
sufficiently prosperous to acquiesce 
without trouble ina mulet likely to 
result in so clear a benefit. Where 
the trouble does ocour—there never yet 
was a scheme for the benefit of the 
many which did not injure a few—is 
in removing the people living on the 
land which has to be cut away. The 
island has been twenty or thirty years 
in forming, and several substantial 
houses, besides a number of huts, have 
come to be built on it. We are not 
surprised to learn, from our correspon- 
dent's letter, that much dissatisfaction is 
felt among the owners at being offered 
Jess than $4 for the former and $1 each 
for the Intter, as compensation. ‘They 
certainly do not benefit by the work, 
but are made to incur heavy loss for 
the benefit of those who will. The 
sentence however is sudden and deci- 
sive, “Tt has been determined to open 
up a channel for the river through this 
sand bank, by digging out a deep 





course to the length of 2,000 chang, 
and all living on the bank where work 
is to be done, and where houses will 
interfere with the proposed channel, 
are to move” in five, ten, or more days, 
according to their situation. Apart 


from the cradity of this portion of 
the scheme, which allots a tithe where 
full compensation should be given, the 
whole proceeding is creditable to Ohi- 
nese intelligence and industry.

‘The annual mocting of shareholdersin 
the 8. 8. N.\Company was held on Friday. 
‘The accounts show a net profit of Ts, 
172,065, after paying Tis. 270,000 as 
dividend as the rate of 12 per cent on the 
capital, and making considerable ropairs 
to the working steamers, This balance 
was transferred to Insurance and Do- 
preciation Fund, which now stands at 
‘Ts. 1,073,901. The purchaso of some 
property adjoining the Company’s premises 
in Hongkew and in Namtao was approved, 
Messrs. F. B. Forbes (President) John 
Dent, F. H. Bell, F. D. Hitch, and W. J. 
Blydonburgh were elected directors for the 
current year; and certain alterations in 
the Deed of Settlement wore agrood to. 

A parade was eld on the 8th, of all 
branclies of the S. V. G. About 100 men 
turned out, and went through somo skir- 
mishing drill on the Race Course, and in 
the country at tho back of the Grand 
Stand. 

‘We hear that the, V. ©. Artillery intend 
to make another trip to Woosung on Satur- 
day, for shell practice. The success of their 
excursion last year will ensure a full at- 
tendance of members. 

‘The S. 8. N. Co.’s str. Kiangloong has 
been wrecked on a sunken rock in the 
Yangtze, near Hen Point, 160 miles above 
Chinkeang. Nolives were lost, and a great 
deal of tho cargo is saved. ‘The hull will 
almost certainly be a total loss, but it is 
hoped the machinery may bo saved. Full 
particulars of the accident will be found 
on another page. 

‘We understand that several of the crew 
of the hip Kirkland, which arrived on 
the Iith, after a passage of 196 days from 
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Sunderland, arejbadly down with scurvy. 
Tho crew only numbers thirteen hands, 
and six of these are confined to their beds ; 
where they have, of course, not been able 
to get proper attention at sea, and can 
hardly do so now they are in port. The 
case has, we hear, attracted the notice of 
the Consular authorities, and an enquiry 
in likely to be held. 

‘We give, to-day, a full report of a special 
sitting of H. B. M, Consul and the Magis- 
trate of the Mixed Court (deputed by the 
Taotai), held in the Supreme Court on 
‘Pnosday, to take further evidence in the 
important caso of ‘Tate & Hawes v. 
Chungkee, both as to facts and as to the 
custom of the Port. 

It will be remembered that, at the close 
of the case “R, v, Shearer,” tried in H. 
B, M, Polico Court on the Ast instant, the 
‘Magistratofexpressed his intention of send- 
ing a copy of the evidence to the U.S. 
Consulate. On enquiry at the Supreme 
Court, as to the result of this reference, we 
Joarn that the Vice-Consul General ‘has 
“ instructed Mr. Phoenix to exercise a care- 
“ful discretion in dealing with persons 
‘who seemingly interfere with him while 
“in tho line of his duty ;” and that Mr. 
Bradford adds an expression of opinion 
that, in cases like the one in ques- 
tion, “ft is somotimos hard to arri 
“at the truth, the actual attending 
“circumstances, or their real merits.” 
No doubt there is sometimes a difficulty, 
‘Mr. Bradford suggests; but wo have in 
this caso tho admission of the U. S. Mar- 
shal, as woll as the assertion of Shearer, 
that the former struck the latter violently, 
on two several occasions, with a loaded 
stick, without Shearer making a show of 
resistance, much less of attack. And we 
have always understood it to be a recog- 
nised rule that constables are only entitled 
to uso violenco when violently assailed 
and in danger of being overpowered. 
In the case of the third assault, perhaps 
the difficulty which Mr, Bradford mentions, 
of arriving at the actual merits, may aris 
‘The marshal says Shearer drew a dangerou: 
looking knife from his pocket, and had it 
open in his hand. Prisoner said he never 
reamed of using the knife on the marshal, 
whom ho could havo easily overpowered 
without it, At any rate he did not use it, 
either when the marshal, apprehending, as 
he says, intended violence, made renewed 
uso of his loaded stick, nor on the three 
or four occasions when this assault was re- 
peated on the way to the Hongkew Police 
Station. Indeed we have the marshal’s 
‘own evidenco:—He never, from first to 
last, laid a finger on me.” We think it 
will be generally considered that the Vice- 
Consul-General’s caution to the marshal, 
“to exercise a careful discretion in dealing 
“with persons who seemingly interfer 
“with him while in the execution of his 
“uty,” was much needed ; and that he is 
fortunate in not having incurred a public 
official enquiry and censure. 

‘The Grand Duke Aloxis, together with 
Admiral Passiet, and some members of his 
staff, arrived in Shanghai to-day. We 
understand that the Grand Duke, after a 
short stay here, intends visiting the River 
ports, and on his return from Hankow will 
































proceed ito” Nagasaki, en route for the 
Amoor, and St. Petersburgh vid Siberia. 

We reported some months since, that an 
insubordinate spirit towards some of their 
native officers had betrayed itself among 
the foreign-drilled troops at Feng-hwang- 
shan. In our translations from the Peking 
Gazette, “to-day, our readers will find an 
official report of the affair and of its set- 
tlement. 

‘The amount of thieving that goes on in 
Pexrvo, and the impunity of the culprits, 
seem to be a stock subject for memorials, 
which are all weatisomely alike. We trans- 
Inte one to-day, from the Gazette of 
the 5th February ; it describes a delight- 
ful state of affairs, but the refrain is the 
same as that of all others—that the officials 
and police should be obligedtodo theirduty. 
By all means ; but how, when corruption 
pervades every rank, and letting criminals 
escape is more lucrative than catching 
them? 

A Trentsty correspondent says the au- 
lence question does not seem to be alto- 
gether scttled yet, however well disposed 
the ‘ Liberal” party may be, to an intel- 
Tigent acquiescence. It is rumoured that 
the German Minister is taking the initi- 
ative in pressing the case, and that the 
British Representative is showing his 
usual consideration for Chinese feelings. 
‘The Chinese still seem to take a sort of ab- 
stract interest in the Road Steamer, and 
speculate dreamily on what it might do if 
the water would disappear, and roads and 
bridges wero reconstructed sufficiently to 
enable it to run. Some people have an 
idea that Li thinks of buying it and run- 
ning it to the coal mines. However, there 
has been no negociation on the subject 
yet. ‘The Company have not offered the 
plant for sale, nor named any stated sum 
that would tempt them. I should think, 
however, they feel somewhat in the posi- 
tion of the historical individual with tho 
white elephant. But who could foresee 
that Chili was going under water for two 
or three years? A sudden access of cold 
weather had come on. . The river, on the 
20th ulto., was ‘covered with eleven inches 
of strong ice. 

We mentioned, last week, the’ great in- 
crease in passenger traffic that had followed 
‘on the reduction of passenger fares be- 
tween this and Nrxero. But we have 
been amused, since, to hear an objection to 
the cheap ‘tariff, by a Ningpo-man living 
in Shanghai, from a totally different point 
of view. He complains that he iias been 
inundated with friends who expect to be 
put up as long as they feel inclined to 
stay, and then often borrow half-a-dollar— 
which heis only toogladto givethem—to pay 
their passage back. ‘He see that passen- 
ger dollar too muchee cheap ; thinkee come 
look see Shanghai side ; my must payee he 
stop my house; belong China custom. 
Stop three four day, no can go away ; 
by and by spense allo dollar, talkee my 
Iendec he half-dollar go home. Very bad 
fashion ; more bettor allo same before.” 

‘The Haxxow Chamber of Commerce Re- 
port says: The chief feature of the fort- 
night is the improvement in 8}-1bs. Shirt- 
ings, mainly due to continued good advices 
from Shaughsi. Reports from the country 























are, however, not encouraging, and so far 
local dealers have been the principal buy- 
ers. About 4,000 pieces of 7-Ibs. Shirtings 
have been sold at a slightadvance. 8}-Ibs, 
have been dealt in to a fair extent, the 
later sales showing an advance of 4 to 5 
candareens, Holders have shown consider- 
able firmness, in consequence of which 
business has been soniewhat curtailed. 
Quotation for best goods is Tis. 2.62 per 
piece, Messrs. Gordon Bros’ Ciroular of the 
8th instant, says:—Considerable sales of 
Cotton Goods have been reported both by 
Foreign and Native importers, and prices 
have edvanced to fully the equivalent of last 
Shanghai quotations. So far. the trade has 
been chiefly confined to local dealers, many 
country buyers having either gone to the 
Tientsin and Chinkeang markets, or being 
unusually late in arriving here. In Wool 
lens, the only improvement to notice is in ~ 
Camlets, these goods owing to their scarcity 
having advanced 8 to 5 mace per piece. 
Raw Cotton has declined in value to Tis, 
11,30 to 12,00 per picul ; stock estimated at 
50,000 piculs. Of local news, the most inter- 
estingis the fact that the Chinese are cutting 
a new channel for the Han river, to give it 
astraighter course and prevent the current 
washing, as it now does, against the Han- 
kow shore. 

From Swarow, wo learn that a junk 
which had been stealing telegraph cable 
has been confiscated, under the charge of 
carrying cargo not on her manifest, as a 
warning to others. 

Foocuow snd Hoxaxoxe news will bo 
found under the usual “ Outport" heading, 

‘The Caxtox paper notes the commence- 
ment of the building of a substantial 
theatre and bowling alley on Shameon, 
‘The plan was designed by Messrs, Wilson 
and Salway of Hongkong. About ono 
thousand five hundred cases of specimens, 
for the Vienna Exhibition, have gone for- 
ward from the Customs at this port. Some 
popular disturbances at Shek Moon, of 
which mention is made on another page, 
have somewhat interfered with missionary 
operations in that neighbourhood; the peo- 
ple having been; it would seem, in ahighly 
excited state, ‘Tho Viceroy had ordered 
the arrest of the monopolists, but they 
had fied. The matter is at au ond now, 
the villagershaving resumed their business, 
and the officer sent to investigate the affair 
had returned. An advertisement in the 
Chinese Mail shows that the British West 
Indian Emigration Agency at Canton has 
closed for the season. ‘This, the Mail un- 
derstands, is in consequence of its being 
impossible to obtain a sufficient proportion 
of female emigrants, or more properly 
speaking, families, to satisfy the Govern 
ment regulations, before the monsoon sets 
in,

‘THE CUSTOMS GAZETTE. 
‘Wa briefly reviewed, last week, the re- 
ports of the Commissioners of the 
Northern and Riverine ports, in the 
Customs Gazette for the last quarter of 
1872. Ningpo comes next in order; 
and, here again, nothing seems to have 
happened worthy of record or remark. 
In effect, there is only an increase of 
9,000 pieces of Grey Shirtings, and a 
decrease of 2,250 pieces of 7'-Cloths. 
There was a slight increase in the im- 
port of English Drills, but a falling off 
in Dutch, which leaves the total nearly 
identical with that of the corresponding 
quarter of "71. Woollens show an in- 
crease of 8,000 pieces, each article par- 
ticipating. A decrease in Sugar from 
25,000 to 4,000 peculs is the only other 
remarkable feature, unless we refer also 
to @ falling off of 4,000 peculs in Beans 
and Peas, which are, however, always 
fluctuating articles. The export of 
Greon Tea was 6,000 peculs less than 
in'71. The quantity of Piece Goods 
sent inland under transit passes varied 
little from the corresponding quarter. 
There was @ filling off in Nail Rod 
Tron, ‘Tin and Lead, and, notably, of 
4,000 squaie feet in Window Glass! 
The Revenue was less by Tls. 24,000, 
showing a decrease in every item except 
tonnage dues and outward transit 
passes. Unless we point to a remark- 
able cossation in the import of Felt 
Caps into Foochow, or to an increase of 
175,000 pieces in ‘Tea mats, the Foo 
chow Import Table offersnothing worthy 
of comment, The figures for Woollens 
hardly varied. Grey Shirtings show 
a decroase of 2,800 pieces, Iron an 
increase of 600 peculs, and Beans and 
Pens an inorease of 3,000. ‘The export 
of tea was 38,000 peouls greater than 
in the corresponding quarter, while that 
of poles fell from 138,000 to 34,000 
pieces. What is more interesting, is to 
note the great increase in all kinds of 
goods sent inland under Transit Pass. 
Only four articles figure in the table 
for 1871,"and—excluding lead which 
has always passed freely—for very small 
amounts. ‘This year the table com- 
prises thirty-four, many of them for 
large amounts, so that it would seem 
the system is really working at Foo- 
chow, and weare driven towonder how it 
is still inoperative at Swatow and Amoy. 
4,250 pieces of Grey Shirtings were 
passed against 550, and 20,400 pieces of 
T-Cloths against 2,550. Several other 
classes of Cotton goods, Woollens, and 
a variety of sundries, figure for the 
first time; and the Customs revenue 
from this source has trebled. The 
revenue from all other sources also 
shows an increase, except Tonnage 
Dues. A word of congratulation on 
those points, from the Commissioner, 
might have been in place; but he re- 
marks nil. The most notable features 
in the Tamsui return are a violent 
spurt in Long Ells, which figure for 
1,266 against 10 pieces, and a sudden 





cessation of building enterprise'shown by 
a decrease from 84,000 to 15,000 bricks 
and from 83,000 to 5,000 tiles. The 
export of Coal and Camphor was con- 
siderably greater than in ’72, but that 
of Rice nearly ceased. The revenue 
shows an increase of Tis. 7,000. 
Nothing happened at this port, and 
these changes were not thought worthy 
of remark. The Takow returns show 
a falling off in the import of Cotton 
Goods, and of Woollens, except Long 
Ells, but a slight increase in that of 
Opium. The export of Sugar fell from 
36,000 to 5,000 peculs, but 36,000 
peculs of Salt figure for the first time— 
exported, the Commissioner tells us, to 
Tamsui on Government account. “In 
previous years, the northern portion of 
the island has been supplied with 
most of the salt required, from places 
in the vicinity, in small quantities from 
each place. A large portion of this 
salt was no doubt brought in without 
paying the salt dues, but unusual ac- 
tivity on the part of the salt officials 
during the past year put a stop toa 
good deal of this illegitimate trade, and 
the result has been that North-Formosa 
must this year be supplied from the 
laxge salt fields of this district, through 
the salt officials; and as a sufficient 
number of junks were not available to 
convey so large a quantity, Incrative 
employment has been furnished to 
‘a number of foreign sailing vessels and 
‘even steamers.” We have referred to 
the falling off in imports; but- Mr. 
Hammond explains that the trade of 
the port has been better than the sta- 
tistics would lead one to suppose. 
“Daring the entire quarter there has 
been a good demand for imports, and 
prices have been realised which show in 
most cases a good profit. Generally, at 
this season of the year, imports in con- 
erable quantities are disposed of at a 
sacrifice, for the reason that merchants 
require funds to make advances on 
their sugar contracts, and prefer to dis 
pose of imports at a slight loss, to get- 
ting treasure from Amoy for the pur- 
pose. This year, however, the condition 
of the Sugar crop was so very doubtful 
for some time, owing to the want of 
rain, that native dealers refused to make 
contracts at prices anything like those 
of last year, and consequently no funds 
to meet advances were required.” ‘The 
rice crop was a failure, and instead of 
an export, rice appears this quarter in 
the table of imports. During the early 
part of the quarter the cry was raised 
of a short crop of rice, and fears were 
entertained of troubles being likely to 
arise in consequence. But the officials 
took immediate steps to prevent a scar- 
city, by inducing foreign merchants to 
import, and every cargo that arrived 
found a ready sale. 








SALT SMUGGLING. 
Juveixe from the Peking Gazette of 
the 14th of January, we should be 
living on the verge of a voleano; we 
have an account of a regular naval 





battle on the Tahu, resulting in the 
capture of no less than 88 vessels of 
various size, the sinking of two, and the 
seizure of nincteen robbers, and moro 
than a hundred stands of arms. Now 
we daresay many of the readers of the 
aforesaid Gazette will have felt much 
impressed with the importance of this 
affair, will suppose that some sys- 
tem of organised resistance to the 
authority of the Government is at the 
bottom of it, and will feel convinced that 
Yang Chang-seun, the Suen-foo of 
Chekiang, is a man of great indepen. - 
dence of mind and energy of character. 
Looked at from another point of view, 
the great raid on the salt smugglers is 
a very mild affair, but discloses the 
utter venality of the officials and 
their incompetence to deal with the 
simplest matters. No portion of the 
empire is more free from popular 
discontent, and'in none does the engine 
of government appear to work with 
more smoothness, than in that portion 
of the provineo of Chekiang which 
comprises the prefectures of Hang- 
chow, Kiahing, and Shauhing; yet 
we find that salt can bo produced 
in this district, and sent into other 
prefectures in such quantities that 
forty boatloads, consisting of some 
10,000 packages, are captured at one 
time in the interior waters of the 
district. Now we know that every 
creek in the district has its Customs 
barriers at small intervals, where the 
legitimate trade of the provineeis heavily 
taxed. We know also that the salt 
trafic is hemmed about with such 
restrictions that it becomes virtually a 
closetrade. A couple of yearsago,noless 
than threemillions of tacls weresuddenly 
withdrawn from Shanghai, as earnest 
money, before drawing by lot the names 
of the fortunate individuals to whom 
were to be apportioned shares in this 
strictly protected traffic. Yet, \in spite 
of all this, we find the Snen-foo of 
Chokiang reporting, at a time of per- 
fect peace and good order, a seizure 
of forty boats drawn up in battle 
array onthe Tahu. More than this, 
we daresay a large proportion of our 
readers have examined, on the const of 
Hangchow Bay, the by-no-means in. 
significant salt-wells which dot the 
foreshore ; we daresay they would be 
surprised to learn that it is from those 
selfsame wells, that the smuggled salt 
seized in the ‘Tabu in all probability 
originally came. In other words, in 
the midst. of a settled and orderly 
population, and under the eyes of hun- 
dreds of officials, it is possible to pro- 
ceed on a gigantic scale with a manu. 
facture of salt destined never to re- 
ceive the Government stamp. Now we 
would like to ask the Chinese Govern. 
ment, which is so liberal of ill names 
to its own people, who is more repre. 
hensible, the so-called “nefarious” 
trader, or the mandarins who year after 
year take squeezes to shut their eyes to 
What is going on. We imagine that, 
if everything were known, the public 
spirit which promoted the seizure was 
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dictated more by disappointment at the 
non-receipt of some private pelf, than by 
any desire to restore to their proper 
footing the Government finances. An- 
other and no less important question 
forces itself on us. What wisdom can 
there be in imposing a tax, on one of 
the chief necessities of life, so great 
that the producers of salt can afford 
to go ou for years bribing officials not 
to take notice of what is patent to 
every traveller, and so oppressive that 
men will risk their lives to avoid it ? 
It surely is about the worst comment 
on the salt monopoly which could pro- 
ceed from friend or foe, to learn that 
forty boats and 10,000 packages of 
smuggled salé were found at one time 
on the usually peaceful waters of the 
Tahu. It is at least very evident 
that the extensive interference with the 
froedom of the salt trade affects 
no one more injuriously than it does 
the Government itself. We drew at- 
tention to some of the evils of the 
monopoly when the withdrawal of the 
circulating medium of the Foreign 
Settlements produced a great deal of 
inconvenience to trade in general. We 
are indebted to the Peking Gazette for 
a picture of the evils imposed on the 


people at lange, 


“ PROGRESS” IN JAPAN. 
‘Tus progressive character of the Ja- 
panese is a subject about which people 
are never tired of talking. We have 
read about it in Eastern newspapers 
for the last two years, and now that 
the Ambassadors of the Mikado have 
‘appeared in England, the Home Press 
is thrown into a state of positive jubi- 
lation. The Land of the Rising Sun 
is the rage at Home. The Envoys have 
been taken to witness the laying of 
foundation stones, the distribution of 
school prizes, the making of biscuits, 
and a hundred other interesting sights. 
They have been dined, and breakfasted 
and balled (if we may coin a word) 
until even they must have been heart- 
ily tired of their welcome, and their 
welcomers. The produets of Japan are 
also attracting attention, and an exhi- 
bition is opened in Liverpool of Kaga 
ware and other wonders. The sight- 
seers, whose duty it is to keep up with 
the latest novelty, are full of Lacquer, 
Porcelain, Ivory and Faience; and not 
to be up in the jargon of the curio shop 
is to argue yourself unknown, or at 
Teast, to keep you out of conversation 
with your neighbour at the dinner 
table at nine parties out of ten. De- 
termined not to be behind the age, the 
magazines break out into transcendental 
poetry, and indite odes to the Mikado. 
The Daily News has a paragraph to 
the effect that “the Mikado of Japan 
is the most resolute throned reformer 
of his day,” for has not His Majesty 
issued a decree by which the Library 
of the ex-Tycoon, containing n hundred 
thousand volumes, is thrown open to 
the public whether Japanese or For- 
cigners ?”

This is all very well, and we hope 
most earnestly that the golden auguries 
of the poet may be fulfilled, and that all 
the transformations suggested may be 
in due season brought about. We 
think it more likely, on the face of it, 
that the Japanese will sell the “ grim 
idol” Daiboots to a speculative 
American, than bury it in the sand; 
and the former course would pro- 
bably be the wiser of the two; 
but no doubt great and marvellous 
changes have been effected, and 
many more may be expected in this 
singular country. Itremains, however, 
to ask whether or no the “progress” 
of the Japanese is a progress in the 
sense in which we use the word, or not; 
and then the second question arises, is 
the “word” a representative of a de- 
finite idea to us, or is it after all a hazy 
and convenient abstraction? Mr. Mill’s 
latest, and perhaps ablest critic, has 
shown that it is by no means an axiom- 
atic truth, thatthe progress of man has 
been from bad to good. He remarks 
that “the progress has been mixed, 
partly good and partly bad.” “I 
suspect,” he says, “that in many ways 
it has been a progress from strength 
to weakness, that people are more 
sensitive, less enterprising and ambi- 
tious, less earnestly desirous to get 
what they want, and more afraid of 
pain, both for themselves and others, 
than they used to be. If this should 
be so, it appears to me that all -other 


gains, whether in wealth, knowledge, or | 


humanity, afford noequivalent. Strength 
in all its forms is life and manhood.” 
The crucial test then, according to 
this writer, is easily expressed in few 
words: “Is Japan growing stronger 
or weaker?” The natives of the coun- 
try are cutting their hair, and forcing 
themselves into Buropean clothes, while 
we are declaring that nothing can be 
conceived so graceful or pleasant as 
the garments they have just cast off. 
They are giving up their ancient forms 
of faith, and avowing their readiness 
to tolerate any creed. They are making 
railways, aud borrowing money largely. 
There are cynics who see signs of 
a rebellion and a national bankrupt- 
cy, bub we hope for the best. Only 
this unsatisfactory thought remains. 
Stability and conviction are the only 
true bases of strength. The Japanese 
are showing themselves changeable even 
to childishness. The future only can 
show whether they have sufficient faith 





in themselves and in the new order of 
things they are inaugurating, to conso- 
lidate these changes into a substantial 
political system. 





SAIGON. 
‘The indications,which appear, of an in- 


»— | tention on the part of the French Govern- 


ment to extend their sway in Cochin-China, 
will attract fresh attention to that colony, 
and may ensure interest in a short sketch 
of the present position. Very little is, 
I believe, generally known of Cochin- 
China, or of the events which led to the 
conquest by France of the large territory 
commonly called, from the name of its 
capital, Saigon. It may not be juninter- 
esting therefore to go back afew years, 
before coming to speak of the colony itself. 

Tt is to the enterprise of the early 
Missionaries that we must look, for tho 
origin of Foreign intercourse with Cochin- 
China; and it is to the influence of one 
Bishop Adran, whose tomb still exists in 
the neighborhood of Saigon, that we may 
traco the relations with Franco which 
have led to the recont subjugation of tho 
country. 

During tho reign of Louis XVI, an 
Aunamese Prince appeared at the French 
Court, under the guidance of Adran, who 
was then a Missionary Bishop in Cochin« 
China, to ask assistance against rebel 
who had deposed and driven to flight hig 
father Gya-long. And on the 28th Novem- 
ber, 1787, a treaty was concluded at Ver- 
sailles, by which the Fronch King promised 
the required aid, on condition of certain 
rights of protectorate ovor native Chris- 
tians ; the whole thing being, of course, a 
political stroke on the part of. the Churcli, 
which saw an opportunity to strengthen 
the position of its missions and acquire 
predominance in Annam. The Prince and 
the Bishop returned to the East, with cor- 
tain French officers and appliances of war, 
by whose aid the Emperor Gya-long ro- 
gained his throne. We have no data 
before us for a sketch of intervening 
incidents up to the date of the French. 
invasion, in 1858; but it is easy to ima 
gine their course. ‘The Emperor Gya-long, 
owing his crown to French support, and 
largely, therefore, under Missionary. in- 
fluence, conceded, no doubt, every coun- 
tenance and support to their enterprise ; 
till his successors, jealous of their organ- 
ization and influence, commenced a perse- 
cution which became » reason, as in the 
caso of China, for armed interference, 

With tho traditional ‘ability and touacity 
of his class, which never loses sight of a 
ight onoo acquired, the clover Abbé Huo 
took the occasion‘of the French expedition 
to China, tos‘claim the interest of the 
Emperor for the cause of the persecuted 
Church in Annam, and recalled the treaty 
concluded between Prince Gank and Louis 
XVI, as a usoful basis for negociations, 
This treaty already secured to Franco a 
right to oceupy certain points of Cochin- 
Chinese territory, from whence better to 
exercise the protectorate which was its 
alleged motive. But the treaty, on disinter- 
ment, appeared never to have been ratified 
—in consequence probably of the revo- 
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lution, and the collapse of ecclesiastical 
Power in France, a few years later. 

‘The claims of humanity and civilisation, 
however, were a suflicient ground for in- 
torfering, to exact reparation for the mur- 
der of Catholic priests aud guarantees of 
religious freedom for both missionaries and 
their converts, infuture. And accordingly, 
at the close of the first Chinese expedition, 
in 1858, Admiral Rigault de Genouilly 
was informed that “the Emperor willed 
to puta stop to the constantly recurring 
persecutions against Christians in Cochin- 
‘China, and to secure to them the effica- 
cious protection of France ;” and was or 
dored to transfer his forces to Annam. Wo 
are not aware that any design of annexa- 
tion existed at the time of the expedition ; 
perhaps the idea developed with further 
exploration of the rich country, and the 
impossibility of bringing the Annamese Go- 
‘yernment to terms. Had they been more 
compliant, they would probably have es- 
caped with the fate of China—an obliga- 
tory treaty of commerce, and guarantees of 
religious toleration ; the missionaries hav- 
ing pointed out ‘that commerce would 
find solid advantages in a fertile country 
which had numerous and good ports, and 
valuable products cortain to find, through- 
out Europe, important and lucrative mar- 
kets.” Experience has shown that they at 
least did not overrate the capabilities of 
the country, if they exnggerated its actual 
production. But it seems clear that they 
did underrate the difficulty of the expedi- 
tion, and hold out prospects of aid from 
within which wero never realised. The 
information which the French Government 
had received, led it to believe that the 
Aunamese Government was feeble, the peo- 
plo discontented and disaffected, and that 
active aid might be expected from the 
Christian converts, The ‘result seems to 
havo completely negatived this expectation. 
Tho Government proved well organised and 
strong, and able tooffer prolonged resistance, 
Aospito constant reverses, ‘The population 
was more warlike and better armed than 
tho Chinese, and possessed stronger works, 
though the troops wero of course inferior 
to Europeans. 

‘The Squadron which had been operating 
in China was to carry out the Emperor's in- 
atructions,with theadditionof threoships-of- 
war and 500 troops which were dispatched to 
re-enforcoit, from France. The co-operation 
of Spain was alsosecured, and the Govern- 
ment of Manila contributed some 450 
native and 650 Spanish troops and the 
armed despatch boat El Cano. Including 
the latter, the expedition now numbered 13 
ships, the Nemesis, Phlegeton, Primauget, 
Avalanche, Dragonne, Fusée, Mitraille, 
Gironde, Saone, Dordogne, Meurthe, Du- 
rance and El Cano. With this forces 
Admiral de Genouilly decided to establish 
his headquarters in the bay of Tourane, 
an excellent harbour situated about thirty 
miles south of the river Hué, on which 
‘was situated the capital (also named Hus) 
of the Annamese Government. But the 
officers who had aided the Emperor Gya- 
Jong to regain his throne had superintended 
the construction, there, of strong fortifica- 
tions from which a serious resisiance was 
now anticipated. 














Withoutjentering into details of the 
action, it will suffice to say that the in- 
formation given the French authorities on 
this point, as on most others, proved er- 
roneous, and that the works defending 
the bay were taken with slight loss, on the 
Ist Sept. 1858. But, having gained this 
‘base of operations, Admiral Genouilly found 
himself only at the beginning of his diff 
culties. The Annameso showed no disposi- 
tion to treat ; heat and illness combined to 
break down his men ; and the forces at his 
disposal were insufficient to permit an at- 
tempt to advance on Hué, which ox- 
perience in China had shown}to be the 
‘only reliable way of bringing an Oriontal 
Government to terms. Tho only serious 
movement which appeared open to him, 
was against Saigon—then known to bo a 
fortified post on the river of that name, 
and to bo a depot of rico for the sup- 
ply of Hus; and the capture of which 
would therefore both deprive the Anamese 
of an important basis of supply and, it was 
hoped, humiliate it in the eyes of Siam 
and Cambodia, who might be induced to 
join in attacking their hereditary foe. 

On the 9th February, the French squa- 
dron destined for this expedition, compris- 
ing the corvettes Phiegeton and Primauget, 
the gunboats Alarme, Avalanche and Dra- 
gonne, and transports Saone, Durance and 
‘Meurthe, and Spanish despatch boat £1 Cano, 
reached the mouth of the Saigon river, and 
on the following day the Annameso works 
defending the harbour of Cap Saint-Jac- 
ques, were carried. The days from the 11th 
tothe 15th were spent in ascending tho 
river, and carrying the various forts and 
stockades which offered different degrees of 
resistance, along the banks, 

Saigon was found to be defended by tro 
forts on the South bank of tho river and 
by a citadel on the North. On the16ththe 
forts were taken, and on tho 17th the more 
serious work of carrying the citadel was ac- 
complished, with slight loss, before 10 a.m. 
This fortress, one of the most important 
in Cochin-China, was inhabited only by Go- 
vornment employés and its garrison. Ac- 
cording to a description given by a mem- 
ber of tho expedition:—Four gates 
which had been solidly barricaded with 
stones “and earth, gave access to it, A 
large boulevard ran around, and in 
the middle rose immense buildings des- 
tined to warehouse the tribute rice from 
the provinces of tho South, A few 
welling houses of the high officials alono 
broke, by their quaint architecture and 
the brilliant colours with which they were 
covered, tho sad monotony of these great 
buildings. ‘The stable of the war elephants 
also occupied a considerable space.” We 
may judge, from the Admiral’s despatch 
announeing his success, how serious a loss 
this citadel must have been to the Anna- 
mese Government. “Two hundred guns of 
iron or bronze havo fallen into our hands, 
and we have also taken a corvette and 
seven or eight war junks still on the 
stocks. The citadel contained a complete 
arsenal. Counting what we found in the 
forts, wo may estimate the hand arms at 
20,000 gingals, guns, pistols, lances, pikes, 
and sabres. Woe found everywhere enor- 
mous quantities of powder. The citadel 




















alone contained 85 tons in casestand barrels; 
without counting an enormous quantity of 
cartouches. ‘The projectiles were in pro- 
portion; the magazines also contained 
saltpetre and sulphur, lead and military 
equipments of every kind, enough rico to 
feed 6,000 or 8,000 men for a year, anda 
military chest containing cash to the valu 
‘of 130,000 francs. In property taken or 
destroyed, comprising the value of tho 
citadel, which I purpose razing from top to 
Dottom, it may bo estimated that tho 
Annamese Government will sustain hero a 
Joss of 20,000,000 francs.” Ihave written 50 
much—mnch more than I had first intended. 
—regarding the motives and operations 
which led to the capture of Saigon, because 
Ido not think the particulars are familiar to 
the majority of English readers: and any 
reference to the valuable French colony of 
which Saigon is now the capital, naturally 
suggests enquiry on the subject. 

I will endeavour to trace, in another 
paper, the further course of events up to 
the consolidation of French power over

HANKOW. 


For the last five years, Hankow has beon 
subjected to severe inundations, and tho 
Han river has done much damage to tho 
houses built on piles which lino its North 
bank. In one placo, last summer, half-a 
street and several houses were swopt away, 
and it was feared future years would seo 
similar disasters. Formorly, the course of 
tho Han was more direct tan at present, 
but at one place a sand island has gradu 
ally risen up, and has given a curve to 
the course of the river which directs tho 
whole force of the very swift summer cur- 
rent against the North bank. ‘This island 
or sandbank is now being cut through 
as to make the river channel nearly straight, 
‘and save the North bank and the very va 
luable property there being from destroyed. 
Tho iden originated with ‘the merchants 
(Chinese) of Haskow, who petitioned tho 

fceroy of Hukuang ’to allow ‘some such 
works to be commenced. H. E, assented, 
and allowed his soldiera to’ perform the 
task, ‘There ato at present between 4,000 
and 5,000 men at work, and the channel, 
about half mile in longth, is nearly com: 
pleted, one end alone ‘being yet unexca- 
vated.’ As this sandbank has been in 
existence for 20 or 30 years, several houses 
and huts have been erected on itj; and to the 
owners of these, the Innd belonging to Go- 
veritment, notice has been given to quit, 
compensation being paid at,the rate of 1,000 
cash for a hut and 4,000 for a brick dwell- 
ing. As some establishments on con: 
able scale are situated there, much 
tisfaction has been expressed ‘at the small 
amount given. It is estimated the work 
will cost over Tls. 200,000, and the mone 
is provided by a tax on house rent. It is 
satisfactory to sce that the good people of 
Hankow are in so prosperous a condition, 
and able to direct their energies to a 80 
eminently useful and practical work,

TIENTSIN. 


OurTientsincorrespondent reports eleven 
inches of ice on tho Peihe, on the 20th 
February, and continued cold weather ; s0 
that tho chances of the first steamers get- 
ting, upatonce scom shaky. He writes :-— 
“Tho ico in tho river is about elevon 
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inches in thickness, We had a northerly 
storm with dust on the 10th, 17th and 
18th instant, and the thermometer went 
down to 12 Fahrenheit. In former years 
we had our stormy weather generally ull 
at end of November, but this winter we 
have had it principally in February. I ean 
hardly think the steamers will get up to 
the Settlement till about 10th March ; for 
the ice, being new, is strong, and they will 
hardly work through it, During the last 24 
‘hours the barometer has been falling which, 
in winter, is a sign of a coming northerly 
storm ; but, as the winter season according 
to the Chinese is over, the criterion may no 
longer be true. Atnoon yesterday a small 
flock: of wild geese were seen flying south, 
shewing that the lakes, ponds, rivers, &c., 
wore still frozen over to the north of this, 
and that they could not get food and had 
been therefore obliged to come again south 
for it. 

His Excellency Li Hung-chang has not 

et come ,here, the reason assigned be- 
ing, that ‘the late cold weather, having 
frozen the ico in the river thicker, the 
steamers cannot come so early as it was in 
January thought they would do, with the 
then mild open weather. ‘Tientsin enjoys 
complete tranquillity. ‘The Yamuns opened 
for public business on the 27th instant, 
without anything remarkable occurring. 
All the promotions of the officials on 
account of His Imperial Majesty’s accession 
to the Throne, will only be learnt oficially 
aftor that event has taken place. 

In tho Peking Gazette of the 9th inst., 
wo see the appointment of Ching-lin, who 
was formerly Customs Taoutai at New- 
chwang, aud who held the same post here 
for a couple of months in 1870, to be vice 
president of the colonial office (Le-fan- 
yuen). I do not suppose that this appoint- 
ment has any relation to the Emperor's 
accession, but has taken place in the 
ordinary course of official business. 1 
should imagine that Li Hung-chang will 
be raised higher in the peerage, as a mark 
of the Emperor's appreciation of his past 
services. 

The inland traders, who come only from 
short distances,from ‘Tientsin, aro already 
putting in their appearance, and there are 
Some enquiries for imports, but no opera- 
tions have yet taken place. 

‘We shall have plenty of ico for next 
summer’s consumption, so the Inte come 
cold weather has favored us in that res- 
pect.

FOOCHOW. 

Foochow advices to the 28th February, 
say that there have been uo settlements of 
tea during the week, and no more has come 
in from the country. ‘The little freight on 
hand is too small to make it worth while 
for a direct steamer for Europe to call in ; 
and the scason may be considered closed. 
‘The total export for the season has been 
81,264,258 lbs., against 79,005,609 Ibs. last 
season, showing an incrense of about tio 
millions and a quarter. A fov't-Cloths have 
beensold at $2.25 per piece (7-Ibs.),and Grey 
Shirtings $2.72}, shewing a considerable 
advance on previous rates. A new fea 
ture in the freight market is that through 
ills of lading to London at the rate of 
£3.10 per ton of 40 cubic feet are granted 
by the Agents of the O. 8. S. Company 
at this port ; Messrs Douglas, Lapraik 
& Co.'s steamers carrying the Teas to 
Hongkong for tranehipment into the O.

threatened that they would kill him and 
burn his village. ‘The inhabitants of the 
lutter place hearing of the threat, became 
alarmed and moved away for fear that 
it should be carried out ; even the shoj 
around closed their doors." Within the last 
fortnight complaints and counter com- 
plaints have been pouring in from these vil- 
ages, praying the Canton authorities to 
afford them protection and to relieve them 
of the illegal taxes. ‘The complaints have 
become so loud that the Viceroy ordered 
the Namhoi and Poonyn magistrates to 
issue Proclamations on the 2ist inst., 
declaring that the object of the establish- 
ment of the Station was for the collection 
of Lekin Tax on opium, silk, ten and other 
merchandize of value only, all other goods 
of no great value, such as provisions, 
poultry, pigs, cows, &e., being exempt. 
in spite of these assurances, the villagers 
had not resumed their daily avocations 
when the latest intelligence reached Canton 
on the 23rd inst.

There is very little news of interest in 
the Hiogo papers.

Henceforth, when 
a man has money to bestow, let him give it 
to the hospital, that all medicines may be 
given in charity and that orphans and all 
who have the misfortune to be sick may be 
cared for in the hospital. This will not 
only be a merit to the giver, but a help to 
all people.” ‘The News remarks that, when 
stich enlightened and philosophical bene- 
volence as this culeated from the er 
while great stronghold of the priests, on 
may be permitted to doubt whether 
Japanese have so much of Christianity 
besides the name, to learn, as many people 
further West seem to imagine.

‘The Japan Mail says:—A notable step 
has been taken by the Government in the 
removal from the edict-boards throughout 
the empire, of a number of time-honoured 
edicts which the progress of events has 
tended to supersede. Among these is the 
edict interdicting the adoption and pro- 
fession of Christianity by the natives. No 
actual announcement has been made in 
ard to our religion, but the removal of 
the edict in question can only be regarded 
as a step towards a large measure of folera- 
tion and liberty of conscience. 

The Japan Gazette says :-— It has been 
determined to throw the whole country 
open to foreigners, provided all who travel 
in the interior submit to be controlled by 
the Iaws of Japan. ‘The Government is 
assiduously endeavouring to perfect a code 
of laws, based on the European models, 
suitable to this country ; and if this be 
accomplished, we think their proviso is 
very reasonable.” The value of the con- 








cession depends so much on what this 
“code of laws” may turn out to be, that 
until we have something more definite 
than guesses to guide us, we do not think 
much value ean attach to any opinion on 
the subject. 

‘The Emperor of China has conferred the 
title of Mandarin of the Third Rank upon 
H. E. Oye Tak, Governor of Kanagawa ;

Jan. 29th—B1st.—The Imperial Astrono- 
mical Board present a communication to 
the effect that the wind now arises in the 
Kin * quarter, so that longevity may be 
expected. 

(2) ‘The officer who takes the oversight 
of all branches of the Imperial family, has 
cast a Horoscope and presented it for His 
‘Majesty’s inspection. 

(B.) To-morrow + His Majesty will eat 
meat ; at 7 o'clock a.at, He will take His 
seat at table. 

(4.) To-morrow (Jan, 31st) His Majesty 
will go out at the fiva-yuen-mén gate, pass 
through the Shin-woo-mén, and enter the 
Pih-shan-mén, passing along the Se-shan- 
oo road to the Show-Hwang-Tien temple. 
‘When His Majesty has concluded his wor- 
ship there, He will return to the Palace 
by the same route. Let all preparations 
‘be completed by 7 o’clock a.2t. 

(G.) The President of the Board which 
presides over appointments to official rank, 
together with the President of the Board 
of War, and the President of the Board of 
Censors, have ench presented a return as 
to the general observance of the day of 
abstinence. 

(G.) To-day (Jan. Bist) the Emperor 
reverently sacrificed at the temple of An- 
eestors, King-fih, a Shaou-king of the 
Tae-chang-sze, read the prayers on this 
occasion in a loud clear voice, and has, 
therefore, by His Majesty’s bounty, been 
rewarded with a peacock’s feather.

A Cantonment for instruction in Military 
exercises, has been for some time estab- 
lished at Fung-hwang-shan, within the 
boundary of Tsing-poo-héen, in the pro- 
vince of Keang-s00. In the sixth month 
of the past year, Ho-king the acting 
Viceroy of the Two Kéang, hearing that the 
Adjutant-General of the Vanguard, named 
Ching Tsung-e, and Wang Kin-yuen the 
Adjutant-General of the ivision, 
were both incapable of managing theit 
troops, immediately deposed them and 
appointed two other officers in their place. 
‘The Volunteers of these two Cantonments 
hearing that these two officers were deposed, 
forthwith dared, on pretence of talking 
about rewards due to them, to collect to- 
gether in a crowd, and to raise a clamour, 
almost amounting toa mutiny. After this, 
it appeared on investigation, the four Ser- 
geants, Le Chun-lin and others, connived 
at the'disturbance. Because at the tine 
that the Commander-in-chief of the Can- 
tonments, by name Chéng Hae-aou, resigned 
his post and returned to his native place, 
rewards were bestowed upon the soldiers, 
the present delinquents, following their 
own ‘inclinations, now demand rewards 
under false pretences, and even go so far 
as to oxcite a disturbance, Assuredly there 
must have existed an intention to connive 
at all this. 

Although the two deposed officers were 
not guilty of the crime of deducting from 
the suldiers? allowances, yet, from the time 
of their vacating their posts, the petty 
officers and volunteers under command, 
assembled in crowds to extort money. All 
this trouble lins arisen from an inability 
to control their soldiers on ordinary ocea~ 
sions, and both officers are alike guilty 
thin espeet. We command that both be 
degraded to the rank of Tsan-tsiang ; and 
that the four sergeants Le Chun-lin, Ching 
‘Tsung-jin, Ching Kea-tsai, and Le Kin-tae 
be deprived of their rank. Le Kin-tac, 
however, in originating the disturbance 

in making a pretext for extortion, is 
more guilty than the others, and we 
refore command that he be sent to 
Hih-lung-keang, to fill the office of an 
official suffering punishment, in order to 
assert the dignity of, Military law. Let 
the others be dealt with in accordance 
with the terms of the petition.

(8.) Tho statesman Yih-hwan (Prince 
Shun-ts‘ing) humbly petitions with regard 
to the Imperial Records. It is essential 
that a Record should now be compiled of 
past reigns, in order to manifest obedience 
to the law, and to preserve a register of 
the successive transactions of previous 
Emperors.* 1 respectfully write this 
present document, stating the matter 
clearly ; and looking up, I pray your 
Majesty to deigu to ghsnos ot it 

have reverently read the Preface to 
the Record made by the Benevolent An- 
cestor and Intelligent Emperor,t and I 
find there that in the 23rd year of the 
reign of Kang-he, that Emperor gave 
orders that a Record of the Ta-tsing 
Dynasty should be composed. ‘The Ances- 
tor of Ages and Magisterial Emperor 
Yung-ching, in the second year of his 
reign made important additions to that 
Record. In the 12th year of Kéen-lung, 
the preceding additions to these Recor 
not being sufficiently clear, an imperial 
Edict was issued to separate distinctly and

classify each event. In the sixth year of 
Kéa-king, that Emperor granted the peti- 
tion of the Censor Leang Shang-kwo and 
deputed a high official to open an office 
and revise the Records. These Records 
terminate with the 17th year of the 
Emperor Kéa-king, and the transactions 
‘of the 60 years which have elapsed to the 
present time have not yet been recorded. 
I respectfully consider that the sacred 
virtues, the divine merits, and the perfect 
knowledge both of Civil and Military 
aflairs which characterized the Emperors 
Kéa-king, Taou-kwang, and Héen-fung, 
also adorn the character of the Empress- 
Mother, who for 12 years listened to the 
discussion of the affairs of State from 
within the screen; and whose excellent 
regulations, and vast virtue, Lave es 
tablished peace within the four s 
All Her Majesty’s plans and regulations 
should be accuratel; md successively 
recorded. Your Majesty, being now 
about to ascend the throne, may with 
propriety record in succession the vir- 
tuous deeds of previous Emperors, and 
for that purpose appoint a high official to 
open an office and to make a Record, in 
order to display especial State transactions. 
‘We can thus accurately record in succession 
the most important decisions of former 
Emperors, which is the subject of my 
present petition to your Majesty. Whether 
the matter can be accomplished or not, I 
humbly leave to the decision of the Em- 
press-Mother and your Majesty. 


Feb. 7th.—Ying-yuen petitions the Em- 
peror for his decision with regard to a 
man who killed his cousin with a spear, in 
a quarrel which arose about the building 
of an embankment to divert a water-course 
from a field.—Also, with regard to the 
case of a person who killed the younger 
brother of a literary student.

(2) Woo Hung-gan, a member of the 
Board of Censors controlling the affairs of 
the Province of Shan-tung, kneels and 
petitions, imploring His Majesty’s instruc 
tions with regard to the proper examina- 
tion of themes, in order that the dignity 
of literary attainments may be maintained, 
and true talent drawn out, 

‘The petitioner sees from the Court 
Gazette that the Censors Yuen Chéng-yéd 
and Woo Fung-tsao, with Wang Kae-tae 
the Seun-foo of Foh-kéen province, have 
each addressed the throne with regard to 
the rigorous prohibition of all underhand 
practices in the places of public examina- 
tion, and that they have already received 
His Majesty’s instructions on the subject. 
Looking up, and contemplating the stimulus 
given b; His Majesty toall literary pursuits, 
the Petitioner, ever respectfully bearing in 
mind His Majesty’s profoundness of intel- 
lect, ventures tosuggest thatthoseappointed 
to select the successful candidates, should 
unquestionably prohibit all improper prac- 
tices with the utmost rigour, and that those 
who inspect the themes should use the 

t care in the performance of their 
luties. 

‘The Petitioner states that when he be- 
came a member of the Han-lin, there were 
two strict investigations of all themes, by 
which means he was enabled to ascertain 
that the number of those candidates who 
possessed considerable talents was by no 
means small. Purloined essays, and un- 
meaning ‘compositions resembling fishes 

and clouded gems could not, of course, 
bealtogether done away with. “Moreover, 
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if any of those candidates whose names 
appeared on the list of successful competi- 
tors at the local examinations in Peking, 
were either reported by their fellow 
students as having purloined their themes, 
or whether detection arose from two themes 
being exactly alike, in either case a tremen- 
dous clamour was always excited. This was 
reasonable, because the number of vacancies 
for degrees being limited, all those who suc- 
ceed in obtaining them by any other means 
than that of solid merit, do so at the ex- 
pense of men of learning ; and their subse- 
quent expulsion is assuredly worse than 
their not being permitted to enter the 
examination hall at first, ‘The petitioner 
therefore considers it his duty to beseech 
His Majesty to issue stringent orders that 
future candidates shall all diligently study 
the meaning of the Classical Books in 
order to the elucidation of the profound 
inysteries of the Sages and Worthies. The 
persons appointed for that purpose should 
also rigorously examine the themes and 
make selections from them, utterly rejeo- 
ting all meaningless and incorrect composi- 
tions, 

‘The Petitioner further prays His Majesty 
to insert all these regulations in the code 
of laws relating to the management of the 
Examination Halls, and to command their 
strict observance henceforth, in order that 
all may tremble and obey, and that liter- 
ary compositions may daily, as incense, 
ascend higher and higher. ‘The Petitioner 
adds that whether his 
suggestions are fe 
eaves to the decision of the Empress- 
Dovayer and His Majesty. 

(3) Woo Hung-gan presents a supple- 
mentary petition in reference to the daily 
incronse of robberies in Peking ; the pro 
priety of issuing orders to tho officers of 
tho various military stations rigorously to 
search for all those who shelter the thiov 
and the importance of arresting the cul 
prits and thus quieting the minds of the 
people. 

he petitioner has recently heard a rum- 
our that depredationa committed by thieves 
doth within and without the city, ha 
latterly beon of more frequent occurrence 
than in former years. Some families ha 
even beon plundered twice oer, for it has 
sometimes happened that thieves, because 
the master of the house attacked has after- 
wards culled in the assistance of others to 
proceed to arrest them, havo in conso- 
tence returned and robbed him a second 
time. ‘The petitioner states that whon he 
received his appointment from the Em- 
peror, on assuming the duties of his new 
office, he found that the number of thieves 
arrested at the military stations was 
exceeding few, in proportion to the number 
of robberies committed ; and that the law 
which commands that ‘those officials who 
do not arrest the perpetrators of robberies 
within a certain period shonld be rep 
manded, had almost become a nullity. 
Moreover, in the places under the con- 
trol of the military stations, the soldiers 
would not patrol and serutinise each dis- 
trict, so that, consequently, robberies were 
of frequent occurrence. If then some 
means be not adupted to put an end to 
this state of things, how can the peace 
of orderly families be secured, or the rob- 
ers be put down ? 

‘Tho petitioner considers it to be his 
duty to pray the Emperor to issue orders 
to the Tung-ling Yamén, and also to the 
Censors at the fire points of the City to 
give strict orders to their subordinates, 
diligently to search out aud arrest all 
thieves, without showing the least merey. 
And if, aa heretofore, there still be any 
robbers who have not been brought to 
justice, or any families who shelter these 
Gepredators, let these officials send in ac- 
curate information on the subject to their 
superiors. Further, if the thieves who 
‘commit robberies at any of the five points 
‘of tho City be not arrested within the 
Timit of time assigued for their seizure, 














































then, those who are thus negligent in the 
performance of their duty should be im- 
mediately presented at the Shan-tung Cen- 
sor’s office, in order to be reprimanded 
according to law. ‘The soldiers of each 
station should also receive orders thorough- 
ly to patrol every part of their districts, 
s0 as to keep each tithing in order, and 
seo that the street gates are kept in proper 
repair, If they meet with any auspicious 
looking characters in their rounds, they 
may at ones conclude that there are har- 
bourers of thieves in the neighbourhood, 
and they should give information of the 
fact to the proper authorities, in order that 
stringent precautions may be taken.

He CHANNEL OF THE WAN RIVER, 
«Lux, Magistrate of Han-yang, and the 
anb-Magistrate iss roclamation, with 
reference to the falling away of the North 
bank the of Han, near Chuh-chia-tsin jetty. 
A sandbank has risen up in the river, which 
by obstructing the conrse of the waters has 
driven them round right against the bank, 
until the evil has become one difficult to 
resist, and unless means are instituted to 
protect the place, the whole of the riverine 
street will be undermined and 
It is therefore now determi 
channel for the river throng 
bank, by digging out a deep 
the length of 2,000 chang, beginning from 
Ch’ing Ch’ang Ho to the Chen-chia temple. 
By this, the water flowing down from above 
will be able to descend in a straight course, 
the old channel will be divided, Chieh-chia- 
tain will bo no longer exposed to the brunt 
of the stream, and by one effort a lasting 
work will be performed, Digging will com- 
mence on the 15th of this month, and orders 
are to be given to residents on’ the island 
to remove. This proclamation, then, ox- 
pects all living on the bank where work is 
to be done, and whose houses will interfere 
with the proposed channel, to more within 
B days, those farther off within 10" days, 
and those still more distant within the 
year. All must be careful to regard this 
order, and any delaying this important 
work by contumacious refusal or delay will 
be severely punished and made to move.

It should 
have stated that there was no present «scer- 
tained claim, because many tisks ran on 
into this year, and it might so hap- 
pen that some of those risks might result 
in loss.

‘The net profits for the year 1871 amount to 
$169,520, which, according to Clause 113 of 
the Articles of Association, will have to be 
divided as follows :— 

‘30 per cent to Reserve Fund, $50,856 ; 20 

er cent Bonus to Contributing Shareholders, 
Bss,008 ; 50 per cent Dividend to Shareholders, 
$84,760. ‘Total $169,520 ;—thus increasing 
the Reserve Fund to $319,354, giving a Re- 
turn of 18,90 per cent on Contributions, and a 
Dividend of 383 per Share, in addition to 
ke 12 per cont Interest already paid. 

It will be observed that the Working Ac- 
count for 1872 shows a balance at credit of 
$247,894.19 as against $176,512.31 in 1871, 
but as the Reserve Fund now exceeds $250,000 
it must be remembered that tho 12 per cont 
Interest charged in previous years, equal to 
$48,000 per annum, ceases to be deducted ac- 
cording to Clause 112, and that, in liew there- 
of, the profits are divided as’above ; never- 
theless, it is very gratifying to notice that, 
notwithstanding the opposition of the Home 
Offices, the net premium collected actually 
shows an increase of $16,000. 

‘Tho losses have been small, and the only 
outstanding, is a claim of about $2,200 from 
‘Ningpo, which, in the absence of proper proof, 
is disputed. 

Of the Funds of the Company, over a Million 
of Dollars aro, at the present ‘time, invested 
and bearing interest, either in fixed deposits 
in Banks, or in loans under deeds of mortgage, 
with undoubted security. 

‘Tho General Manayers, therefore, think 
that they are justified in ‘congratulating the 
Shareholders upon the prosperous state of the 
Company's affairs. 

Tn accordance with Clause 13 of the Articles 
of Association, a Consulting Committec has to 
be appointed by the Shareholders at the Meet- 
ing, Tho present Members, Messrs. 8. D. 
Saeoon, J. F. Busey, G. F, Weller, J. Me- 
Douall and D. L. Hunter. retire from Office 
at tho end of this month. but, with the excep- 
tion of Mr, Hunter who is leaving the Colony, 
Hhese gentlemen offer themselves for relee- 

ion. 

‘The present Auditors, Messrs. A. Coxon 
and F. W, Mitcholl, the latter temporarily 
‘appointed by the Committee on the departure 
Of'Mr. Hart, also offer themselves for re- 
election. 

‘The Cuarmatan thon pointed ont that 
the next business was the election of 
consulting Committee. ‘The present mem- 
hers, Messrs. S. D. Sassoon, J. F. Buxey, 
©, F. Weller, J, McDowall and D. 
Hunter, retired from office at the ond of 
last month, but, with the exception of 
Mr. Hunter, who had left the Colony, 
theso gentlemen offered themselves for 
re-election. 

It was then proposed by Mr. Mitchell, 
seconded by Mr. André, and carried 
unanimously, that the existing Committee 
be re-elected, and that the Hon. R. Row- 
ett be substituted for Mr. Hunter. 

On the, proposition of Mr.’ Newton, 
seconded by Mr. Fairbairn, Messrs. Mit- 
chell and Coxon were re-elected Auditors.

‘The Cuarmatax suggested that this might 
be done, and that proxies might be given 
for voting at the meeting.

The Cuarraax observed that-of course 
this was a merely informal discussion, but 
the occasion might be availed of to ascer- 
tain to some extent the opinion of the 
shareholders. If all present agreed that 
100 shares would be a desirable number, 
the shareholders generally would be ad- 
dressed accordingly. 

A show of hands was takex, and was

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THE 8. V. C. PARADE. 


The Volunteers had a good afternoon's 
drill on Saturday, although the Rifle Com- 
panies did not muster so strong as could 
have been wished. Paper Hunting being 
over, the Rangers turned ont very fairly, 
and two guns of the Artillery. ‘The Miho- 
Tongs were in about half strength ; but 

t moro than a third, Perhaps 
the threatening aspect of the weather had 
something to do with it; but fortunately the 
rain did hold up until just as we were 
reaching the Bund on our return, when a 
light drizzle began to fall. 

‘The programme was for skirmishing drill. 
No. 3 Company and the Rangers marched 
off first, into the country at the back of the 
Grand Stand ; Nos. 1 and 2 (formed in one 
moderate Company) the Miholoongs and 
the Artillery, headed by the Band, marched 
on to the Race Course, going’ through 
sundry evolutions in the Maloo on the 
way. Near the Stand, the Miholoor 
were thrown forward as skirmishers to feel. 
for the enemy, the Rifle Company in sup- 
port; some puifs of smoke from behind a 
cluster of graves, and a glimpse of cavalry 
soon showed their position, and a rattlin; 
fire was opened, supported by an occasional 
shell from the Artillery, as opportunity 
offered. Alternately skirmishing and sup- 
porting each other, the two Sompanise 
advanced over the Race Courso ditches— 
which were supposed to be crossed ona 
pontoon laid by an energetic sapper 
the open country, giving and receiving a 
sharp firo in the movement. ‘The expen- 
dituro of all our ammunition, however, 
failed to dislodge the enemy from their 
position, while wo were harassed by repeated 
charges of Cavalry ; until we were obliged 
at length to retire, slowly followed by our 
assailants, back to the Race Course, where 
the whole force was re-united, and:marched 
homeward. 

The drill was fairly good, considering 
the time since the Inst ‘turn-out, and a 
pleasant afternoon's exercise was had. ‘The 
strength of the Bond was especially re- 
marked, and we hear it is intended to 
devise a special uniform for this branch of 
the Corps.

THE WRECK OF THE “KIANGLOONG.” 


We regret to learn that the 8. S.N.] 
Co.'s steamer Kiangloong is wrecked, on 
sunken rock in, the Yangtze about 3 















The Kiungloong left Shanghai 
‘ow on Friday morning last ; and 
at 7.30 a.m. on Sunday, struck ‘on a 
ledge of Rocks ruming North and South, 
about 50 fect wide by 100 feet long, and 
some 350 to 400 yards from the shore. Sho 
commenced almost at once to fill with 
water, and settle down. The Engineer, 
we ate glad to hear, had time to blow off 
steam and empty the boilers and shut the 
valves, so that the chances of recovery of 
the machinery are by so much better. No 
lives were lost, the upper deck indeed 
being still out of water; and the passengers 
were. transhipped as soon as’ practicable 
into junks, to be landed at Ngauking and 
there await the next upward boat. The 
steamer T'ungting, which passed about five 
hours after ‘the accident, took on board 
300 bales of Cotton, and 25 packages of 
Opium and Silk; and efforts are being 
made to tranship’ the remainder of the 
cargo into junks, assistance, for this pur- 
pose, having been obtained from Nganking. 
‘The’ cargo cousists, we believe, chiefly of 
Cotton which will probably be salved, and 
of sugar which stands rather a poor chance, 

‘The Kiangloong seems to have struck on 
apinnacle rock, about } of a mile from a 
ledge of rocks off Hen Point—190 miles above 
Chinkiang. From her present position, Hen 
Point Light-house bears 8. } W.; and two 
white houses at the entrance of a creek, E, 
by N.}N. About 5 ft. from the starboard 

ward there are two rocks 8 ft. apart, one 
faving 13 ft. and the other 16 ft. of | water 
over them ; and about 6 ft, from the ship’s 
port side, is another having 13 ft. 

We hear it reported that the Glengyle 
touchied the same rock, about three years 
ago, and the Fire Queen some five or six 
yeats ago, but since then nothing has been 
heard of tiem, ‘The fact no doubt is that, 
in ordinary times, steamers have fre- 
quently passed over the spot safely ; but 
the river is now 2 ft, lower than ib has 
ever before been known by foreigners. 
Soundings taken around the vessel show 
8 to 16 fathoms of water, and a good chan- 
nel on either side. 

‘We understand that Mr. Coryell leaves 
this morning in the Hangchow, with all 
necessary appliances for saving cargo and 
machinery, and we may be sure that 
nothing will be neglected to this end. It 
is hoped that, by’ taking ont all tho cargo 
and replacing it with empty barrels, the 
hull may float when the water rises ; other- 
wise, there is little time to work in,’ before 
this will occur. At the worst, the Com- 
pany may congratulate itsclf that it has 
saved the value of about eight Kiangloongs 
during the four years it has ;iven up 
insuring its river ‘steamers, and it cannot 
therefore complain badly of its luck. 

The news was brought down by the 
Glengyle, which passed the wreck about 9 
p.at: the same evening ; and which offered 
assistance that was, Soeevor not requir= 
ed. ‘The Glengyle ‘passed t'o Moyune at 
1.35 a.at, on 10th, and the Hirade which 
passed down at 9 o’elock on the same morn- 
ing reports that the latter steamer was then 
anchored alongside the wreck. 
































LOCAL HISTORY, AND THE SHANGHAL 
LIBRARY. 


‘Most interesting studies are the i 
of the growth of Cities, the description 
their monuments, the picture of the mar 
ners and customs of their inhabitants ; not 
only does the narration of the vicissitudes 
of Cities afford to the minds = theme for 
deep the but it also gives the hi 
torian the clue to many important prob 
which the consideration of mere general 
subjects had failed to solve. Indeed the 
history of towns has great value beyond a 
Joeal interest, as it includes very offen tho 
relation of events which have sfected the 
whole of the country in which il 
situated. Ts it saying too much, for in- 
stance, that Paris is France itself, and that 
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writing the account of the fortunes and 
misfortunes of this great capital is also 
writing the history of the Freuch nation? 

Consequently we see Cities described 
over and over again, ‘The name of John 
Stow, the author of tho “Survey,” i 
familiar to those who have been makin, 
researches on London, and better known 
to the general reader is the magnificent 
volume, the joint production of Gustave 
Doré and Blanchard Jerrold issued last 
year. Paris can boast perhaps of more 
historians, and it will suffice to recall the 
name of the bulky and verbose but learned 
Sauval, of the erudite abbé Lebeeuf, of the 
Denedictine monk Félibien, of the exact 
topographer Jaillot, without mentioning 
the more modern ‘Mercier and Dalaure, 
our contemporary M. Maxime Ducamp, 
and the splendid series of documents 
published under the auspices of the Préfet 
de la Seine. 

Shanghai is still too young a city (we 
speak of the Foreign Settlements) to offer 
a large field of investigation, but the 
events it has witnessed ought to be re- 
corded nevertheless, and its customs are 
well worth describing. ‘The Jatest attempt 
in that direction is Mr, Lang’s interesting 
lecture on “Shanghai considered socially,” 
but still a blank has to be filled ; “ere long 
perhaps this good worl: will be done, for 
we understand that 2 member of ’ the 
celebrated religious order to which China 
is indebted for Ricci, Verbiest, Amyot, 
Gaubil, and a host of others, is compiling 
a history of the Emporium of North 
China, 

‘Monographs help materially in writing 
general histories, and there again Shanghai 
is found doficient, from a causo easily ex- 
plained. In former times, when people 
remained in China but a few years, we 
might say but a few months, the newly 
born institutions, soon deprived of the 
care of their founders, were bound to 
succumb for the want of some one to 
direct them in the proper course, Tho 
task will be hard indeed for the future 
annalist to gather the materials necessary 
to compile the monographs of our short- 
lived Soci Still there is in Shanghai 
‘an exception to the rule, an institution 
which has withstood all changes and lived 
no less than twenty-four years—a century 
in tho Far East: it is tho Shanghai 















Library. 
Nowadays, after the foundations of a city 
have been Iaid—after the butcher, the 


grocer and the inevitable chemist "have 
opened their shops, the newcomers very 
soon‘find that the mind requires feeding 
and healing no less than the body, and they 
establish clubs to exchange their views, 
institute societies to bring forth their ideas, 
and create Libraries to obtain the science 
which, with the knowledge derived from 
experience and observation, forms the 
basis of these views and ideas. 

Unlike the Records of some of our 
Societies at Home, which havo been plun- 
dered or destroyed by fire, those of the 
Shanghai Library are intact, and to gain 
access to them no huge folios have to be 
handled, no dusty parchments or worm- 
eaten manuscripts to be carefully examined. 
‘Tho newspapers have noted the publio 
meetings, and the Minute Book indicates 
the work done by the varions Committees 
since the foundation of the Library in 
‘March 1849. These are the sources from 
which wo gather onr information. 

Some hundred and fifty leaves of Chinese 
paper, bound with boards covered with the 

Ine cloth well known to buyers of nati 
works, constitute the te 
‘What stories that Book might tell, were 
it (Iwas going to say he) able to speak, 
of what it heard at the meetings, of the 
various Secretaries whose handwriting it 
contains, of the many people who have 
perused’ it, It is well nigh twenty-four 
years since it began its existence, and 
during that period what a number of gen- 
erations have passed away from Shanghai, 














what important events have taken place! 
Of the works so eagerly inquired after how 
many are known still? Of the leading men 
of Shanghai inthese bygone days, how many 
are still remembered even by name? And 
after looking through the pages of the little 
book, after thinking that some day we are 
also doomed to oblivion, we cannot help 
murmuring with melancholy the oft-re- 
peated sentence: “Sic transit gloria 
mundi.” 

‘The débuts of the Library were very 
modest. Tt was started, as we said, in 
March 1849, and twenty-six names, Mr. 
Rutherford ‘Aleock’s among others, are 
appended to the agreement, The first 
Committee was composed of the following 

ntlemen: Messrs. James Withington, 

ustav Brandis (the first Chairman), Ed- 
ward Burton, Thomas Monereiff and John 
Scarth (the ‘author of ‘Twelve years in 
China”). Mr, Edward Burton, whowas the 
first Secretary and Treasurer, seems to have 
been the promoter of the new undertaking, 
as we sce that at the meeting of the 29th 
December 1849 it is proposed that a vote 
of thanks be given to E. Burton as founder 
of the Shanghai Library.” 

‘The number of the Subscribers gradually 
increased, and varies now between 150 and 
160. As the Library grew in importance, 
the yearly subscription was reduced from 
$26.'to $15. This change took place on 
tho 20th May 1853, when we see recorded 
“that Messrs, Adamson and Helbling 
“having procured thirty-one new sub- 
“seribers, the subscription is reduced to 
“$15 per canum.” ‘The Minute Book 
gives usa good illustration of the varia- 
tion of the currency in Shanghai, for afew 
ars later, May 1857, we read—It is 
roposed that, the curreney at this port 
wing changed from Carolus dollars to 
“ taels of Shanghai Sycee, the Secretary 
“ be authorized to collect the subscriptions 

for the current year in tls at par, with 
“the dollar.” ‘This amount of 15 Tals 
remained unchanged till January 1872, 
when it was reduced to ‘ls, 10, 

‘Very often did the Library change its 
premises, and with the Minute Book, wo 
can follow it during its numerous peregri- 
nations. At first, wo find the Library 
located in Dr. Kirk's house, whence it was 
conveyed in 1855 to the Police Barracks, 
erected by the Municipal Council. The 
Books did not remain there long, for they 
wero removed in 1856 to Mr. G. Thorburn’s 
premises, where they wero kept till 1861. 

whe members of the Northern Lodge of 
China having then offered some rooms, 
their proposal was accepted, and the Books 
were not transferred to the Shanghai Club 
till September 1865. Every one knows 
that, in consequence of some arrangements 
with the North-China Branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society, the Library was removed 
at the beginning of the present year to 
the building occupied by that Society in 
the Gnoamen Road. 

‘Some idea of the contents of the Library 
may be formed by looking throngh the 
catalogue, the latest edition of which was 
published last year. Every department of 
literature is represented in its pages, but 
novels and light fiction compose by far the 
most numerous class. ‘This weakness, as 
some people call this tendency, has been 
at times severely criticized, unjustly we 
think. We are a novel-reading community 
and it cannot be otherwise. lost people 
being in business can read only during 
leisure hours, and reading is for them a 
relief, not a work. ‘They cannot very well 
toil over abstruse philosphical theories or 
be plod on historical dissertations after 
a day spent in running to and fro on the 
Bund or leaning over a Ledger. They 
want light reading. We think that a Free 
Club Library will not injure the Shanghai 
Library, if both institutions selectdifferent 
fields of work. Of the Shanghai Library, 
our Mudie’s so to spenk, we will ask to 
supply us with novels. On the Club Li- 
brary ought to devolve thetask of giving us 













































those works of reference, those standard 
works which ean be purchased only by asso- 
ciations. We shall refer to the Asiatic So- 
ciety’s Collection for Books relating to the 
Far Kast, and we shall have there once more 
an illustration of the good derived from 
competition and the division of Inbour.

For Plaintif—s—Mr. Robinson, 

Defendant in person. 

Mr. Mepnonsr said it was announced at 
the hearing of this case on appeal at tho 
Mixed Court, that the Taotai and himsolf 
would take time to vonsider their judg- 
ment, but. it had ‘afterwards appeared 
them’ that the evidenco eo far taken, 
both as regarded facts and custom, was 
not sufficient to warrant them in giving 
judgment upon a case having such an ime 
portant bearing on a large branch of trade 
at this port. He had thereforo made a 
recommendation to the Taotai, to which the 
latter hadassented, that the evidence should be 
taken anew in a detailed form, and translated 
into Chinese, when they would consider the 
ease and give a decision. ‘The Taotai had 
made ono condition—that his representative 
Chen should watch the case for him ; and the 
Court was therefore now met for the purpose 
he had stated. 

Mr. Rouixsox said he would not make any 
observations at that time, but would simply 
call evidence. 

J. A. Hawes stated—I am a momber of the 
firm of Tate and Hawes, On the 16th Jan, 
1872, defendant eppliet to my firm to obtain 
for him a loan of is, 2,000, and we in conse- 

uence applied to the’ Mercantile Bank for 

it advance, and the Bank agreed to make 

it. The security was to be a chop of 204 
boxes of Seauza tea. The defendant signed a 
Promissory note for ‘Tis, 2000, 9 form, of 
ypothecation and a form of godown order, 
all being of the same date, 16th Jan, ‘The 
original promissory note is in Court, as well as 
the bypothecation note (signatures admitted) 
—and another Jetter anthonsing Messrs. Tate 
and Hawes to hold the tea to the order of the 
Bank, dated 16th Jan, (Letter read.) De- 
fendant received the sum of Tis. 2,000, after 
signing those documents, by a Bank receipt. 
The Bank required my firm, as an additional 
Security, itsell to sign the note given by the 
defendant. The forms followed by us in this 
transaction were the same we always follow 
in similar business with Chinese ; there was 
nothing exceptional about them.” On 23rd 
Feb., 1872, defendant told me he had agreed 
to sell the hypothecated tea to Messrs. 
Weston and Co, He signed the papor to have 
it delivered, and requested my firm to do 
this. He did this verbally and by signing a 
Tetter addressed to the Bank, (Copy of the 
etter read.) Ieaw him sign this letter. At 
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fhe foot of that letter Means. Weston and 

Co, signed an undertaking engaging to hol 
fhe tea to the order of the Basie My rm 
forwarded this letter signed by defendant 
and Weaton & Co. to the Mercantile Bank, 
and the Bank thereupon returned our under- 
taking to hold tho tea, and accepted Messrs. 
‘Weston & Co.'s custodiance of it. Upon our 
undertaking being returned to us, the tea was 
delivered to Weston & Co., with the defend- 
ant’s consent and at his expense. From the 
time of such delivery we had no control what- 
ever over the tea, Dut still remained liable to 
the Bank upon our endorsement of the prom- 
issory note. My firm had nothing whatever to 
do with the sale of the tea to Weston & Co.. 
and I presume terms were settled by defend- 
ant or his agent. We would not in any event 
have received a commission on the sale of the 
tea. We had, in fact, nothing to do with the 
sale to Weston & Co, or with their guarantee. 
I did not know the defendant before this 
‘transaction, but from my dealings with him I 
know that he understands English, though 
not to write it. I never said anything to him 
to lead him to understand that when tho tea 
‘was transferred to Weston & Co., we exoner- 
ated him in any way. When Weston & Co. 
failed to pay for the tea, both my firm and the 
Bank notified deft. in writing that the promis- 
sory note was unpaid, and he was requested to 
y it, The letter my firm wrote him was in 
English and Chinese. (Defendant acknow- 
Jedged having received such a letter, but 
could not produce it, and Mr. Robinson sent 
for a press copy.) After defendant received 
that letter he did not. deny his lability for 
tho Joan, but admitted it unwillingly. He 
said his impression was that the Bank having 
taken Weston & Co.'s guarantee, should ac- 
cept the risk, but when he was reminded of 
his liability by being, shown the promissory 
note, he admitted it. I tendered a proof upot 
the estate of Weston & Co. for the amount of 
the note; it was done after consulting with 
defendant, and with his knowledge. I have 
never received anything under that claim, and 
fhe only information T have had regarding it 
has been that it was not admitted. ‘The

& Co. took their guarantee to hold the tea to 
us and wo forwarded it to the Bank. ‘Chero 
was no personal communication between you 
and the Bank, except that you signed the do- 
cuments. The first time I ever had anything 
to do with you I told you it was the Bank's 
money, but Mr. Tate had also to do with the 
transaction and T don’t know what he may 
have said. You must have known it on the 
28rd Feb., when you signed the application 
to the Bank to obtain dativery. ‘hen you 
told me the tea was sold to Weston & Co., I 
did not approve the sale; I told you, yon ough’ 
to be careful about trusting them. We had 
not the control of the tea ourselves. ‘There 
was no talk about taking steps against Weston 
& Co, I don't remember you asking me ou 
three several occasions to take stops ; when 
you, game always aaid you knew your own 
lability. T did not recomend you to pay the 
balance of Tis. 600 to the tea merchant ; you 
asked me to pay it, and 1 refused unless secu- 
rity was given. 

To the Court—The transaction was _put 
through by Mr. Tate, so I don't know if the 
nature of the documents was specially ex- 
plsiued to defendant, but the natives general- 

know their effect very well, and even sign 
the required number in blank, knowing where 
tosign and the exact papers necessary. I was 

when he sigued the document on the 
rd February, when I told him that without 
his signature to the paper he would not get 


























his tea from the Bank. On that date there- 
fore he quite understood that the transaction 
was between him and the Bank. We got no 
commission on the tea; we make a charge on 
the loan, which has not yet been paid. We 
donot charge commission, only interest, which 
covers also fire insurance and godown rent. 
‘The charge for a lawyer's fee, Tis. 65, which 
forms part of our claim, was for advice 
obtained as to the possibility of recov- 
ering from Weston & Co., taken after consul- 
tation with defendant. “The difference be- 
tween the rate of interest from the date of the 
note to 9th March is due to defendant having 
been charged by us 4 mace per 1,000 per day, 
(144.4 year) which incladed godown rent and 
insurance ; after that it was merely at the rate 
charged by the Bank, 9 per cent. ‘That is the 
usual mode of charging for obtaining advances. 
Our coolie did not take away the tea ; the ex- 
pense was borne by defendant ; but ‘whether 
the coolies were actually in his employ I can’t 
say. We could not give the godown order, 
only the Bank could do that, and they freed. 
our responsibility as their warehousemen by 
accepting the guarantee of Weston & Co. ‘The 
promissory note has been paid by us on the 

lemand of the Bank. We got no receipt. for 
the tea from anyone. We put the letter 
notifying defendant's liability for the pro 
sory note in Chinese in order that he might 
tinleratand it, and. that bo could make-no 
mistake about it, the other sent by the Bank 
being a printed form. 

By Mr. Rontxsos—There is no transaction 
between ourselves and Weston & Co. which 
would give us a foundation for taking legal 
action against them—nothing but this. 

J.T. Brann stated—I have had many 
years’ experience of business with the Chinese, 
and have been in the habit of granting advan- 
cos to them against produce. If I did'so and 
the Chinaman sold the produce, before allow- 
ing it to go away from my custody, I would. 
require a letter from the buyer agreeing to 
hold the security for my advance, and it { 
were nok satio with the buyer I'wonld not 
accept that letter. Supposing parted 
‘ith the produce and the buyer mada away 
with it, the Chinaman would not be exone- 
rated from paying me. I had somo tea under 
tcdvance to 4 Chinaman which was transferred 
to Weston & Co., and although he lost his tea 
I obtained payment from hin and his friends. 
‘the borrower did not repudiate his liability. 
In my experience, Chinamen quite understand 
the nature of the documents used in such 
business. 

‘To tho Court—The name of the Chinaman I 
spoke of is A-king, and I believe defendant 
knows him very well. In advance business 
we charge no commission; we have an invari- 
able fixed rate of interest. 

Ronenr W. Lrrrux stated—I have had con- 
siderable experienco in making advances to 
Chinese against produce. I have heard the 
evidence given by Mr. Brand as toa China- 
man’s liability for a loan; even supposing he 
lost his produce, with which I entirely agree. 
We mostly make advances under a fixed rate 
of interest, and without commission. The 
Chinese perfectly know the nature of the 
foreign forms in use for the p of effect- 
ing loans, and nearly always bring these them- 
selves. The documents used. in this ease and 
signed by the Chinaman are, such a are 
usually employed. Supposing I am storing 
tea under advance to n Banke and itis soldy 
the expense of removal is borne by the owner. 

To the Count—I don't know of a case in 
which the liability of the owner of the pro- 
duce for his advance has been disputed. In 
cases of loan the Chinaman is informed, when 
be signa the promissory noto, i it i to a 
Bank, what the Bank is; of course in some 
‘cases the firm makes the advanco itself. I 
don’t suppose the Chinaman understands the 
whole of the complicated language in the 
papers, but its general effect. When the firm 
makes the advance the promissory note would 
be in its favour, and 1 imagine the Chinaman 
always knows to whom the note is given when 
he signs. don’t know that it is customary 
before parting with the produce to require 
from him a second admission of his liability. 

J. A. Marruaxp stated—I have had cons 
derable experience in business like the present 
with Chinese. Ihave heard the evidence of 
Mr. Brand and Mr. Little, and coineide with 
it in every respect. 

G. A, Moxno stated—I have hind experience 
in making advances against produce to Chi- 























nese. I have heard the evidence of Mr. Brand 
and Mr. Little, and entirely concur with it. 

Davin Macteay stated—[ have been many 
years in Shanghai and am well acquainted with. 
the local usage in business, I have heard the 
facts detailed in this case by Mr. Haw 
Assuming that statement to be a correct on 
my opinion is that defendant, would be liable 
4ill the promissory note is retired, in precisely 
the same way that a foreigner would. My 
views of the custom of business in the port 
coincide with those expressed by Mr. Brand 
and Mr. Little. 

‘To the Cocrr—I don’t fecl inclined to show 
any consideration to the Chinese on the scoro 
of their not understanding the nature of the 
documents. Those I have had to do with 
Know them very well ; and they are always 
very eareful in getting their promissory notes 
when they have paid their money. 

‘Mr. Roptxsox said that would be the caso 
for the plaintifls. 

DEFENDANT, being invited by the Court to 
give his version of the facts, stated—On tho 
‘ith of the 12th moon a tea merchant gave mo 
294 chests of tea to hypothecate to Messrs, 
Tate and Hawes for Tis 2,000. I got the 
money and signed a receipt for it, together 
with a bypothecation note, and a third docu- 
ment, not a godown order, which was also 
signed by Tate and Hawes, to the effect that 
the tea was not to be parted with until the 
advance was paid. I afterwards consulted. 
‘Tate and Hawes as to the solvency of Weston 
& Co, and they said the firm was good. 
Weston & Co. arranged the matter of the ad- 
vance with ‘Tate and Hawes. 1 had told 
Weston & Co. they could not get the tea un- 
less they paid this, and after communicating 
with them I asked ‘Tato and Hawes whether 
the sale could be effected, and was told yes, that 
it was all right. Weston & Co. gave Tate and 
Hawes the promise to pay the advance, and 
signed a document to the Bank to the effect 
that they (W. & Co.) would be responsible for 

s amount, if the tea was given over to them, 

this also, on an undertaking ‘being 
given me by Tate and Haves that they woul 
pay me the balance of the purchaso money of 
the tea—Tis. 600. After this Tate and 
Hawes, receiving the godown order from the 
Bank, sent it to Weston & Co., who took 
delivery of the tea on it. About’ two weeks 
subsequently Lreesived a demand from Tato 
snd Hawes to pay Tis. 2000. I went to them 
at once and told them 1 owed no such sum; 
that on the contrary they owed mo a balance 
of Tis. 600. ‘They told mo Weston & Co, 
were all right; that they owed only Tis. 
18,000, while their assets were ‘Tis. 24,000, 
and Tneed have no fear, that they (T. & H.} 
could guarantee I should get the money, 
with interest. Mr. Hawes recommended that 
Tshould neither suo them (T. and H.) nor 
‘Weston & Co., and said if I did he would, not 
assist me in any way. Ou the advice of Tate 
and Hawes 1 paid my principal the balance of 
Tis. 600. Tater of an action brought 
by Raphacl against Weston & Co. for Tis. 
4,000, I again went to Tate and Hawes, 
and ‘urged that proceedings should be 
taken. “Again, on Brand & Go. taking pro- 
coodings against Weston & Co., T urged on 
‘Tate & Hawes that steps should be taken, and 
was told to wait, as on the 13th Nov. the Court 
would distribute a dividend on the estate. I 
waited, and was noxt told that I should prob- 
ably get lalf of my claim. Tate & Rawes 
told_me to enter a claim for the Tis. 2,000, 
but I refused, and they claimed for it them: 
selves, at the same time putting in a claim for 
the balance of Tis. G00 on my behalf. ‘They 
rovented my takizg any stops against Weston 
ECor till the partners in that rm went away, 
and on my tlireatening to sue them for the 
balanee, they said they would sue for the Tis. 

000, and did so, ‘The documents ars never 
given back to the Chinamen. 

To Mr. Roxrxsox—I signed the contract 
for the sale of the tea to Weston & Co. after 
Thad learnt that the matter of the advance 
had heen arranged between them and Tate & 
Hawes. 1 wel Weston & Co.'s contract 
book as sviling them 204 chests of tea, hypo- 
thecated to the Mercantile Bank, at ‘I'ls. 48 

per picul. I don’t know whether the contract 
Took bore that the money, payable in two 
weeks, was to be handed to Tate & Hawes or 
to the Bank, as I can't read English, but I 
believed there was au understanding hetween 
‘Tate & Hawes and Weston & Co. that the, 
latter would pay the loan. I negociated the 
price, but did nothing without reference to 
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‘Mr. Hawes, even asking him whether it was 
suitable. The tea was weighed in Weston 
& Co.’s godown, by their teaman, in my pre- 
sence, but I handed a statement of the weight 
to Mr. Hawes, together with a memorandum 
of tho price. "I understood that when I sold 
the tea my liability on the promissory note 
ceased; and Mr. Hawes congratulated me on 
my sale. ‘This was on the 23rd Feb. I did 
not spply for the return of the promissory 
note, they being rarely given back. I only 
understood the general tenor of the documents 
in the case; their meaning is usually ex- 
plained. Iwas told they were merely memo- 
randa of the transaction, stating the amount 
of advance, the nature of the security, that 
fire insurance is paid, &. 

‘A number of Chiniese witnesses were then 
called on defendant's behali, to give evidence 
as to custom in conducting ‘sucht transactions 
and the retention of the documents by the 
Foreigner after they arc closed. 

‘Yen-wer-cuane, atea-merchant, saidin these 
transactions the tea is lodged in the hands of 
a foreigner as security, remiaining the property 
of the Chinaman. The sale is arranged by 
the owner, but the foreigner is always con- 
aulted as to the solvency of the buyer, he ro- 
fusing to deliver the tea unless the guaranteo 
given by the buyer is satisfactory. ‘The docu 
ments in the transaction are rarely returned 
to the Chinaman, They aro such as aro 
generally used, and enquiries are made as to 
their tenor before they are signed.

documents when advances are made 
are generally returned to the Chinaman, The 
jnterest is,caloulated to the day on which the 
Joan is paid off; for 
borrowed money’ from

then. Does not know Foreign custom 
is, but according to Chinese custom, if Tien- 
chang failed, Yew-le should look to the for- 
eigner on faith of whose security the loan was 
granted, for the money, not to the Chinaman, 
‘whose guarantee would not under any circum:

‘Mr. Hawes recalled—I have heard defen- 
dant allege that he consulted with us before he 
completed the sale of the tea—as to whom it 
was" to bo sold to, the price, &c. He merely 
ame and said he had sold it, and I said it 
was a good price. He did not consult me 
before the sale as to the solvency of Weston 
&Co. He said something about this after- 
wards, and I said: ‘why do you trust such 
people?” 

Defendant was prepared to swear to the 
contrary. 

‘Mr. Rontxsow said it was for the Court to 
say which it believed. 

‘Mr. Hawes continued—There was no un- 
derstanding whatever between us and Weston 
& Co, as to the Tis. 2,000 ; if defendant has so 
stated, it is untrue. 

To the Court—In the course of our business 
wo have not always returned the papers to 
the Chinamen unless they asked for them 
don't know what other people do. We di 
suaded defendant from taking nrocedings, a5 
we wished to advise him for the best.

Groy Shirtings.—'The sales of 8{-1b. goods, booked since last week, have been few, and of little importance. _ ‘The dealers have shown 
‘arcely any disposition to buy during the week just closed, their wants evidently having been fully satisfied—for the time at. least—by 
the heavy settlements of the period ending with our last report. ‘They have been waiting for more encouragement from the River Ports, 
and are now professedly waiting for news from the North. Prices have been influenced by the prevailing quictude, but not seriously, Tis. 
1108 per piece being, as yet, the lowest point touched by good ordinary chops. Collie’s Lion Cloth lias boen resold by a native at 

‘Tis, 1.98 for cash, and importers have parted with Dewhurst’s Eagles at Tls. 2.00 @ 2.01 per piece, but holders, goueraly, do not 

take kindly to the decline, and when the demand revives, they look for a raily to full previous rates.
